THE BEPCBMCAM TABJl'T BILL. 


Advices from Washington nre that 


the Senate Tariff bill makes raducttoou 
substantially as follows: Susar, $29,- 
000000; tobacao, etc., $24,000,000; al- 
cohol in the arts, $G,000,000; metal and 
other schedules, $7,000,000; free list 
$0,000,000; total, 572,000,000. 
Mem- 


bers of the Finance Committee do not 
give details to this extent, br.t they 
ooree that the reduction proposed may 
be counted anywhere from $70,000,000 
to $75,000,000. Tin-plate mid wool, 
which make the backbone of the Mills 
bill free list are wanting. The internal 
revenue schedule differs from the Mills 
ineasare as regards tobacco only slightly, 
but in place of the moonshine feature 
of that bill free alcohol in the arts is 
substituted. The estimate of $G,000,- 
000 for this item would be looked upon 
as small were it not for the «strirtions 
by bonding with which it is Uuuimod in. 
Along with the deduction on steel mils 
goes a provision for u specific instead of 
an ad valorem duty on s'eel iugo's. 
The chemicals which go on the free list 
are about as numerous aa those 111 the 
Millabill. Infact.it will probably be 
found that the number of articles made 
free is not below that of the House 
measure, but tbo work has been done 
systematically, and the result ia not a 
hedge podge such as Mr. Mills and his 
colleagues produced. 
The changes 


from ad valorem to Bpocia; duties are » 
marked feature of the Senate substitute 
They will not please some of the New 
York importers who mako fortunes out 
of fraudulent undervaluations. Lumber 
is not made free, but there is a cut on 
Rawed boards which will prove satisfac- 
tory to the people o< Iowa and Kansas. 
Senator Allison has not been able to get 
everything he wanted for the Western 
fuimera, but the highly protected man- 
ufacturing interests have yielded a good 
many things. The out of 50 per cent 
on sugar is made with such changes in 
the sugar schedules that the Sugar 
Trust will be crushed out of life and the 
efforts of the Democrats to^oare for the 
trust will count for nothing. The theory 
of the Senators who have beon making 
the bill is that under it the consumer 
in the single article of sugar will get as 
much cheapening as he would undih 
the whole Mills bill, while no industry 
will be hurt. The cat on rice is also 
heavy enough to benefit the consumers. 


The members of the sub-committee 


feel that they have framed a measure 
whioh, while purely a protection bill, 
will reduce the surplus at le.\st $70,000,- 
000, as against a reduction ol less than 
that amount by the partisan and sec- 
tional measure whioh the Democrats of 
the South passed. Ihe arrangement of 
the schedules has been under the over- 
sight of Senator Aldrioh, who is ad- 
mitted to have a better practical knowl- 
edge of the workings of tariff laws than 
niiy one clso in Congress.

ly beoauaa it is on a cotton bale pays no 
duty. There is the farce. 
Cotton is a 


Southern and petroleum a Northern 
product, and the same commodity oa 
one is free, though on the other it pays 
duty. The wire around the Northern 
farmers' bale of hay is dutiable, while 
cotton ties, to accommodate the South 
are free. This is one of the clearest 
illustrations of the insincerity of tha 
Mills bill and the Democrats who in- 
dorsed it."

same article costs ia Englund, South 
America or Australia. 


A swindling reform measure like the 


Mills protective tariff for the South 
would have no other effect if it became 
a law than to destroy a number of man- 
ufacturing industries in the North, to 
reduce in those which survived the 
wages of labor at least one-half, to drive 
hundreds of thousands of mechanics to 
farming and cattle raising, to increase 
the production of breadstuffs and meats, 
which the Continent of Europe will not 
buy, 
to an enormous amount, and to 


lower the prices of all agricultural pro- 
ducts, and consequently impoverish tbe 
farmers as thoroughly as the peasants 
of Boumania are now impoverished by 
free trade.—Illinois Stoats Zeitung, July
